SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The set of four colour separations Untitled (also known as No 13 Four Colour 
Photographic Separations) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The set of four colour separations has been given this classification because it 
contains strong images which present sexual conduct of a degrading, dehumanising, 
and demeaning nature, and which degrade, dehumanise and demean the persons 
depicted. The set of four colour separations is made of plastic and is monochrome in 
appearance. The sheets are used in the printing process. The publication contains 
four photographic images which present male and female nudity and sexual activity. 
In particular the publication contains two images of two females, one blindfolded, on 
their knees in front of four males. The women are either fellating, or positioned as if to 
fellate, the men. The manner in which the women are presented, especially with the 
blindfold, means they are presented as orifices to be utilised for the sexual gratification 
of the males. By depicting women being positioned as orifices for sexual gratification 
the publication presents sexual conduct of a degrading, dehumanising, and 
demeaning nature in a harsh manner. The females depicted are strongly degraded 
and dehumanised. The impact is sufficiently strong that the availability of the 
publication is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) as they affect this publication. Because of the strong 
degrading, dehumanising, and demeaning images the classification of the publication 
as objectionable is a justified limitation of the NZBR Act in this instance. 
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
